Facility to hold 
open house

Jared Perkins addressed the city 
council regarding a Plum Creek Chris¬ 
tian Church outreach project that will 
soon open in Falmouth. The church is 
purchasing the building located at 707 
Shelby Street and will employ it to pro¬ 
vide medical treatment as well as tutor¬ 
ing services for kindergarten through 
third grade. A woman’s counseling ser¬ 
vice is also being planned. An open 
house will be held from 3-5 p.m. on 
December 7, 2014. A ribbon cutting cer¬ 
emony will be conducted at 4 p.m. The 
facility will initially be open on Fridays 
only and will start providing services in 
early January of 2015. Medical treat¬ 
ment will be administrated by Pendleton 
County High School graduate Dr. Jerry 
Tolbert. 

Falmouth Mayor Mark Hart said he 
was concerned about the possibility that 
the Falmouth School Center might be 
sold and turned into an apartment com¬ 
plex. The mayor said that such an action 
could lower the property values in the 
surrounding area. Falmouth Zoning 
Administrator Brian Thompson said that 
the city’s zoning ordinance only allowed 
apartments to be constructed on the third 
floor of that building. Mayor Hart asked 
if further restrictions could be applied to 
regulate the use of the School Center 
after purchase. Brian Thompson said the 
structure might qualify for historical 
designation. A motion was passed that 
directed the zoning administrator to sub¬ 
mit an application to the Pendleton 
County Planning Commission asking 
that the School Center be designated as 
historically significant. 

Other business conducted by the Fal¬ 
mouth City Council in the November 
20, 2014 meeting: 

Stacey Wells discussed a water bill¬ 
ing issue with the mayor and city coun¬ 
cil. To resolve the matter City Attorney 
Henry Watson III will consult the Public 
Service Commission in Frankfort. 

• Approved the first reading of a city 
sewer system usage ordinance 

• Approved a resolution accepting a 
grant that will fund a Robbins Avenue/ 
Southern Elementary School Sidewalk 
Construction Project. The resolution 
also authorizes the mayor of Falmouth 
to execute the grant agreement. 

• Discussed the progress of Klee 
Property development 

• Approved a resolution authorizing 
the mayor of Falmouth to execute a 
lease agreement with the county that 
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Girls and boys basketball gets underway

Duke Energy Kentucky’s 
current monthly DSM rate for residential electric customers is $0.003062 per kilowatt-hour and 
for non-residential customers is $0.001128 per kilowatt-hour for distribution service and 
$0.000848 per kilowatt-hour for transmission service. 

Duke Energy Kentucky seeks approval to revise these rates as follows: Duke Energy 
Kentucky’s monthly DSM rate for residential gas customers would increase to $0.111800 per 
hundred cubic feet and for non-residential gas customers would remain at $0.000000 per hundred 
cubic feet.

• 1 quart milk, scalded 

• 1 cup sugar 

• 1 tablespoon salt 

• 1/2 cup warm water 

• 3 packages yeast 

• 1 tablespoon sugar 

• 6 eggs, beaten 

• 11-12 cups flour 
Filling: 



BAKED CREAM STICKS 


• 2 cups milk 

• 6 tablespoons clear jel* 

• pinch salt 

• 2 teaspoons vanilla 

• 2 cups sugar 

• 11/2 cups Crisco 
Caramel Icing: 

• 1/2 cup butter 

• 1 cup brown sugar 

• 1/4 cup milk 

• 2 cups powder sugar 

Directions: 

In a large bowl put short¬ 
ening, potatoes, milk, sugar 
and salt. Stir until shortening 
and sugar are dissolved. Put 
warm water, yeast, and 1 
tablespoon sugar in a small 
bowl. Add eggs and yeast to 
first mixture. Stir in enough 
flour until dough is not sticky. 
Cover let rise until double. 
Roll out dough. Cut in 1 x 3 
inch strips. Let rise until dou¬ 
ble. Bake at 330° for 15-20 
minutes. Let set until they are 
cold. Cut a slit on top and put 
in filling. Then top with favor¬ 
ite icing. 

Filling: 

Combine milk, clear jel, 
and salt in saucepan. Cook 
until thick. Add vanilla and 
cool. Cream together sugar 
and Crisco. Mix with cold 
cooked mixture and mix well. 
Caramel Icing: 

Melt butter, add sugar and 
cook over low heat for two 
minutes, stirring. Add milk 
and stir until it boils. Cool. 
Add powdered sugar. 

* Clear jel is a thickener 
which can he found in most 
bulk food stores. If you don’t 
have access to clear jel, corn¬ 
starch can he an appropriate 
substitute.

Counties. Douglas Miller, 
your current Commonwealth’s 
Attorney, has served in that 
elected position since 2009. 
My name is Michael Laws, and 
I am your Assistant Common¬ 
wealth’s Attorney. In other 
words, I am the assistant felony 
rosecutor in your county. I 
ave served in this position 
since I was appointed by for¬ 
mer Commonwealth’s Attor¬ 
ney Douglas Wright in 2006. 

My plan for “A Prosecutor’s 
Perspective” is to compose a 
monthly article which will 
explain some of the procedures 
in our office and in the crimi¬ 
nal justice system. The idea for 
this column came from people 
like you who have questions 
about how our judicial system 
works and how criminal cases 
are handled from start to fin¬ 
ish. Due in part to the drastic 
increase in drug-related crimes 
in our four counties, many of 


you have developed an interest 
in the criminal justice system. 
This interest may have come 
from your experience as a wit¬ 
ness, a victim, a family mem¬ 
ber of an involved party, a 
juror, or simply as a concerned 
citizen who follows the cases in 
the newspaper or on television. 

There are many factors that 
must be considered during the 
prosecution of a particular 
case, and these factors greatly 
affect the outcome. These fac¬ 
tors are not always either read¬ 
ily apparent or discussed with 
the community. I know that 
this can often be frustrating, 
and that frustration is one of 
the reasons that I am writing 
this column. My intent is for 
you to gain a better under¬ 
standing of our criminal justice 
system. 

Over the next few months, 
I will talk with you about what 
constitutes a felony, how a case 
ends up in our office, and how 
cases are ultimately resolved. 
However, providing informa¬ 
tion about the legal process is 
only one of the reasons for this 
column. I am writing this 


column to not only provide 
some insight into the inner 
workings of your justice system 
but also to open up a discus¬ 
sion with you and the other 
members of our community. 
With an avenue for feedback 
from the community, our 
office will be able to address 
existing concerns and explain 
the limitations and rules under 
which we operate. Unfortu¬ 
nately, legal and ethical guide¬ 
lines prevent me from discuss¬ 
ing or answering questions 
about specific pending cases 
from our Circuit, but I will 
attempt to address some com¬ 
mon questions and any feed¬ 
back received from you about 
this column. 

It is my hope that our 
office can better serve you by 
exchanging ideas and informa¬ 
tion.

Report on the Financial Statement 

We have audited the Pendleton County Sheriffs Settlement - 2013 Taxes for the period April 16, 2013 through April 15, 2014 - 
regulatory basis, and the related notes to the financial statement. 

Management’s Responsibility for the Financial Statement 

Management is responsible for the preparation and fair presentation of the financial statement in accordance with accounting practices 
prescribed or permitted by the laws of Kentucky to demonstrate compliance with the Commonwealth of Kentucky’s regulatory basis 
of accounting as described in Note 1. Management is also responsible for the design, implementation, and maintenance of internal 
control relevant to the preparation and fair presentation of a financial statement that is free from material misstatement, whether due to 
fraud or error. 

Auditor’s Responsibility 

Our responsibility is to express an opinion on the financial statement based on our audit. We conducted our audit in accordance with 
auditing standards generally accepted in the United States of America, the standards applicable to financial audits contained in 
Government Auditing Standards issued by the Comptroller General of the United States, and the Audit Guide for Sheriffs Tax 
Sett lements issued by the Auditor of Public Accounts, Commonwealth of Kentucky. Those standards require that we plan and 
perform the audit to obtain reasonable assurance about whether the financial statement is free from material misstatement. 

An audit involves performing procedures to obtain audit evidence about the amounts and disclosures in the financial statement. The 
procedures selected depend on the auditor’s judgment, including the assessment of the risks of material misstatement of the financial 
statement, whether due to fraud or error.

As described in Note 1 of the financial statement, the financial statement is prepared by the County Sheriff on the basis of the 
accounting practices prescribed or permitted by the laws of Kentucky to demonstrate compliance with the Commonwealth of 
Kentucky’s regulatory basis of accounting, which is a basis of accounting other than accounting principles generally accepted in the 
United States of America. 

The effects on the financial statement of the variances between the regulatory basis of accounting described in Note 1 and accounting 
principles generally accepted in the United States of America, although not reasonably determinable, are presumed to be material. 
Adverse Opinion on U.S. Generally Accepted Accounting Principles 

In our opinion, because of the significance of the matter discussed in the Basis for Adverse Opinion on U.S. Generally Accepted 
Accounting Principles paragraph, the financial statement referred to above does not present fairly, in accordance with accounting 
principles generally accepted in the United States of America, the financial position of each fund of the County Sheriff, as of April 15, 
2014, or changes in financial position or cash flows thereof for the year then ended. 

Opinion on Regulatory Basis of Accounting 

In our opinion, the financial statement referred to above presents fairly, in all material respects, the taxes charged, credited, and paid 
for the period April 16, 2013 through April 15, 2014 of the Pendleton County Sheriff, in accordance with the basis of accounting 
practices prescribed or permitted by the Commonwealth of Kentucky as described in Note 1. 

Other Reporting Required by Government Auditing Standards 

In accordance with Government Auditing Standards , we have also issued our report dated July 31, 2014 on our consideration of the 
Pendleton County Sheriffs internal control over financial reporting and on our tests of its compliance with certain provisions of laws, 
regulations, contracts and grant agreements, and other matters. The purpose of that report is solely to describe the scope of our testing 
of internal control over financial reporting and compliance and the results of that testing, and not to provide an opinion on the 
effectiveness of the Pendleton County Sheriffs internal control over financial reporting or on compliance.

McDonald working to restore faith of veterans

Even persons of integrity 
can find themselves in a situa¬ 
tion with those who lack integ¬ 
rity. Such was the case with 
Eric Shinseki, the former secre¬ 
tary of veterans affairs, who 
apologetically resigned his posi¬ 
tion on Friday, May 30, 2014. 

"I can't explain the lack of 
integrity among some of the 
leaders of our healthcare facili¬ 
ties," Shinseki said shortly 
before he ended his five-year 
post. "This is something I rare¬ 
ly encountered during my 38 
years in uniform." 

John Gingrich, Shinseki's 
chief of staff until 2012, 
summed up the problem in 
even starker terms, "When peo¬ 
ple don't have integrity, it is 
hard to transform them." 

Shinseki's fall at the VA was 
triggered by a confluence of 
problems including poor lead¬ 
ership at VA hospitals, woefully 
dated technology and a health¬ 
care system that couldn't han¬ 
dle the strain caused by almost 
13 years of war and Vietnam 
veterans who were using the 
system in greater numbers, 
according to his former top 
aides. 

As for Shinseki, his reputa¬ 
tion as a straight shooter who 
had fought for his country won 
him widespread admiration in 
Washington. During his tenure 
at the VA, he managed to 
reduce veteran homelessness by 
23 percent, was able to cut 
waiting times for GI bill bene¬ 
fits from months to less than 
one week and changed the rules 
on disability benefits so that 
hundreds of thousands of vet¬ 
erans who were battling diseas¬ 
es related to Agent Orange 
could get help. But despite his 
good works, the growing calls 
for his firing left little options 
for the dumbfounded four-star 
Army general but to resign. 

Stepping into Shinseki's 
place until a new secretary 
could be named was Sloan Gib¬ 
son, the deputy secretary of 
veterans affairs. Now the diffi¬ 
cult question for the Obama 
administration was whether 
anyone could reform an agency 
that had been dogged by man¬ 
agement and funding problems 
for a "very long" time? 

Sixty-one-year-old Robert 
McDonald, with no govern¬ 
ment or medical experience, 
but with management experi¬ 
ence as past chief executive 
officer of Procter & Gamble, 
the largest consumer products 
company in the world, believed 
he could handle the job. "I 
want to do it," was his immedi¬ 
ate reaction at the suggestion 
he take on the challenge. 
McDonald feels like his whole 
life has been designed to lead to 
this. 

So in July of 2014, he took 
on the position of secretary of 
veterans affairs. He quickly 
launched a 100-day VA reform 
plan, the "Road to Veterans 
Day," a push to reform and 
rebrand the department in his 
first 100 days in office. During 
his first three months there the 
new secretary did an intensive 
amount of traveling, visiting 41 
VA facilities in 21 cities while 
also making 11 recruiting visits 
to medical schools. 


The recurring complaint 
McDonald heard while out 
among the people was that his 
department's culture is still too 
closed and unfriendly. To 
counter that, he gave out his 
personal cell phone number 
and email at every stop. 
McDonald says restoring trust 
in the VA among veterans is his 
top priority. A thing that is dif¬ 
ficult to do when his critics 
claim he is stalling on the 
planned firings of the villains 
who abused the very ones they 
were hired to serve. Instead 
they continue to draw a VA 
paycheck while on leave. 
McDonald's defense to such 
criticism is that he must wait 
for investigations by the VA's 
inspector general, the FBI and 
the justice department to be 
completed before he fires those 
responsible for fraudulent 
scheduling practices. He said 
the VA is in the process of tak¬ 
ing "disciplinary action" 
against 40 senior officials. 

To date all bonuses for VA 
executives have been suspended 
and the director of an Alabama 
hospital has been fired. A list of 
about 40 names are reported to 
Congress each week and anoth¬ 
er list of more than 5,000 
names of people who have been 
disciplined or who are facing 
disciplinary action. 

McDonald said he was 
incensed when he read of the 
nationwide investigation which 
confirmed the phony wait lists 
in Phoenix and 92 other VA 
centers. It boggles his mind at 
the happenings inside the 
department. In Pittsburg, six 
vets died of Legionnaires' dis¬ 
ease, and in 2014 it was learned 
that the hospital had known 
that its water system was con¬ 
taminated. In Brockton, Mas¬ 
sachusetts a Vietnam vet was 
hospitalized for eight years 
with a psychiatric disorder, but 
no one ever scheduled an 
appointment for him with a 
psychiatrist. 

While on his travels, a vet 
slipped him a note saying, "I'm 
from Alabama and I had to 
come here to Boston to get 
care." A drive of 1,200 miles. 

"That breaks my heart," 
says McDonald. 

While outraged at the treat¬ 
ments of veterans, he rejects the 
public narrative that the VA is a 
broken mess, touting the Veter¬ 
ans Health Administration as 
full of dedicated employees 
with innovative health ideas. 
He insists the veterans should 
be proud of VA, even as they 
demand changes. 

While seeking disciplinary 
action against employees for 
malfeasance and incompetence, 
McDonald said fixing the VA 
will require more than firing 
individuals, and spoke about 
the importance of building 
new leaders and recruiting top 
talent into the department. 

With nine million patients 
the VA is America's largest 
health care system and the larg¬ 
est agency in the federal gov¬ 
ernment behind the Depart¬ 
ment of Defense. The VA has 
340,000 employees who han¬ 
dle services ranging from home 
mortgages, to college loans, to 
heart transplants. All led by a 
man who refuses to be called 


Mr. Secretary. While his Wash¬ 
ington staff can't quite get their 
heads around calling the boss 
by his first name, they have 
taken to calling him Secretary 
Bob. 

Needless to say, there are 
many changes that need to take 
place and Secretary Bob would 
like to move as quickly and as 
aggressively as possible. But the 
mere size of the department 
creates unique management 
challenges and due to govern¬ 
ment bureaucracy the changes 
will not go into effect for some 
time. A range of problems with 
the system have emerged from 
dated technology to an aging 
veteran population and poor 
leadership at VA hospitals. 

With time the VA will 
enhance customer service by 
appointing a chief customer 
service officer, among other 
measures. The agency also 
plans to combine all 12 sepa¬ 
rate websites veterans use and 
narrow them into a single site. 
It is hoped that as many as 
28,000 more doctors will be 
hired and 2,500 mental health 
professionals. McDonald is 
personally recruiting doctors 
and nurses. 

The VA remains commit¬ 
ted to working with federal, 
state and local partners to end 
homelessness among veterans, 
which has been reduced to 
33% since 2010. With the 
backlog of disability claims 
reduced by 60% since its peak 
in March of 2013, VA is also 
on track to eliminate the back¬ 
log in 2015 and will continue 
to expand online claim submis¬ 
sion capability in all programs. 

Paul Rieckhoff, the execu¬ 
tive director of Iraq and 
Afghanistan Veterans for Amer¬ 
ica, commends Secretary 
McDonald for bringing a 
renewed focus on patient care 
to the VA, but he says many of 
the government-level changes 
have not yet reached veterans 
in local communities. 

"The public trust has been 
shattered," Rieckhoff told 
CNN. "They are improving 
but have a long way to go." 

McDonald says restoring 
trust in the VA among veterans 
is his top priority, which 
includes holding senior officials 
accountable. A critical compo¬ 
nent in regaining public trust is 
the department's level of trans¬ 
parency. VA has post data 
online nine times since June 9, 
2014, showing the number of 
appointments on waiting lists 
and the average wait time at 
each medical center across the 
country. VA's most recent 
quarterly release of quality and 
safety data showed quality 
improvements at 93 VA medi¬ 
cal centers. 

As VA moves forward, the 
success of the new administra¬ 
tion will be measured by the 
outcomes provided to the vet¬ 
erans. 

"VA exists to serve our 
nation's veterans and their fam¬ 
ilies. I'm convinced that our 
comprehensive reforms will 
enable us to better meet the 
needs of our veterans because 
we will be looking at every¬ 
thing we do through their eyes. 
We owe them nothing less," 
McDonald said.

Former Wildcat standout 
Keaton Belcher is set to 
make his head coaching 
debut tomorrow night as he

Belcher, who served as an 
assistant under former coach 
Ed Cravens for the past two 
seasons, is ecstatic to begin 
the season and eager to get 
the Cats back on the track to 
prominence.

Attorney general want updates to no-call list

Attorneys general from 
Kentucky and 37 other states 
are seeking updates to the 
national rule that regulates 
telemarketing abuses. 

A letter signed by 38 
attorneys general, including 
Kentucky’s Jack Conway, was 
sent this week to the Federal 
Trade Commission urging 
the strengthening of the Tele¬ 
marketer Sales Rule. 

The rule, set forth in 
1995 and amended three 
times, established the nation¬ 
al Do Not Call Registry, 
restricts the hours during 
which telemarketers can 
make calls and requires tele¬ 
marketers to get a customer’s 
consent to be charged for a 
service. 

The FTC sought com¬ 
ments this year on the sales 
rule to determine whether it 
continues to serve a useful 
purpose and how it could be 
improved. 

Top law enforcement 
officials who signed the letter 
to the FTC have contended 
with an increase in fraud 
complaints from people who 
reported being contacted by 
telemarketers. 

Fraud complaints origi¬ 
nating from phone contact 
have increased in number 


and in proportion to all con¬ 
sumer fraud complaints each 
year since 2011, according to 
the letter, which cites infor¬ 
mation from the FTC’s 2013 
Consumer Sentinel Network 
Data Book. 

The state attorney gener¬ 
al’s office fielded about 1,300 
telemarketing complaints 
about unwanted calls last 
year. 

“We’ve received a lot of 
calls particularly in the last 
year or so from companies 
trying to sell medical alerts or 
people who are calling saying 
they’re selling home security 
systems and someone is eli¬ 
gible to get a home security 
system,” said Allison Martin, 
spokeswoman for Conway. 

The attorneys general are 
asking the FTC to prohibit 
telemarketers from using pre¬ 
acquired account informa¬ 
tion, in which a consumer’s 
credit card information has 
been passed to a third party 
and could be used to place a 
charge against a consumer’s 
account unwittingly. 

The letter also asks to 
expand the rule to better 
address what is known as 
negative option marketing, 
in which a consumer’s silence 
or failure to take action to 
reject a telemarketer’s service 
or cancel agreement is taken 
by the telemarketer as accep¬ 


tance of an offer. 

Attorneys general also are 
requesting the rule that 
requires telemarketers to cre¬ 
ate and maintain call records 
and either ban or restrict cer¬ 
tain methods of payment. 

One problem in Ken¬ 
tucky comes from telemar¬ 
keters who are “spoofing” 
phone numbers so that a 
number shows up on a phone 
as a local phone number, 
Martin said. 

“It makes it difficult for 
our offices to find out where 
the calls are coming from, to 
punish the offenders who 
make the calls in the first 
place,” Martin said. “We 
want to try to cut them off at 
the front end instead of con¬ 
sumers having to deal with 
these types of calls.” 

Local law enforcement 
contends with reports of 
scammers who use several 
methods to reach out to 
potential victims. 

“Citizens need to be wary 
of anyone asking for personal 
information, either over the 
phone or any online chat 
room,” said Officer Ronnie 
Ward, of the Bowling Green 
Police Department spokes¬ 
man. “Be attentive to people 
asking you to cash checks or 
sending you a check and ask¬ 
ing you to send money back 
to them.”
